Summary of Application:

The applicant has proposed
construction of a 55-unit
apartment community consisting
of seven (7) buildings,
landscaped open spaces, and
pedestrian walkways throughout
the subject site. The proposed
development requires the review
of three (3) applications. The
Design Review application is a
request to develop the
apartments, along with
associated landscaping, lighting,
and parking improvements. The
Replat application is a request to
combine the four (4) lots of
record comprising the subject
site into a single lot of record.
The Minor Adjustment
application proposes a 10%
adjustment to the Maximum
Height standard of the RC-OT
zone, for a total building height of
33 feet. The subject site is
located on SW Franklin Ave
between SW 2™ and Sw 5"
